S-R O. 41 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
ol the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules to amend the 
Military Engineer Services, Class I (Recruitment, Promotion and Seniority) Rules, 
published with the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Defence No. 1581, dated the 17th September, 1949, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called tile Military Engineer Services, Class I (Re- 
cruitment, Promotion and Seniority) Amendment Rules, 1969- 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2- In the Military Engineer Services, Class I (Recruitment, Promotion and 
Seniority) Rules, — 

(a) in clause (b) of rule 2, for the word ‘Federal’, the word ‘Union’ shall 

be substituted. 

(b) in rule 4 , for the figures and words “10 per cent, of the vacancies”, the 

words “twenty-five per cent, of the vacancies” shall be substituted. 

(c) for rules 21 , 22 and 23, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 
* “21. Appointment by promotion shall be made by selection from among 

the following categories of superintendents Grade I (Charge holders) 
and Surveyors Assistant Grade I, on the recommendations of the 
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Departmental Promotion Committee, and the Commission. No in- 
dividual shall have any claim to such promotion as a matter ot 
right:— 

(i) Degree holders with 5 years regular service in the grade. 

(ii) Diploma holder with 10 years regular service in the grade. 

(iiij Unqualified persons with 15 years regular service in the grade- 

Nots: For computing the above period, service rendered in Superinten- 
dent Grade I may also be counted.”
